Psychologists Need Depth 


The 20th Century in. among other things, 


the ape of psychology. The 
13th Century 
v a* called the age of reason b e c a u s e its 
leading thinkers were keenly aw are of the 
importance of reason in human affairs. 


This preoccupation perhaps explains why 
they undervalued the part econom ic fac­ 
tor* play not only in history but in w eak­ 
ening. at times, the influence of reason it­ 
self. 
But the worshipers at the shrines of rea­ 
son and of econom ics were alike at fault 
in ignoring the extent to which hum an mo­ 
tivation is irrational. Reason is a mighty 
force, but where emotions are deeply in­ 
volved. how many can think straight? 


Economic factors, seen bv Adam Smith 
as the pursuit by each person of his own 
material interests, have weight only when 
a person knows what his best interests are. 
But irrational and emotional factors m a y 
deceive the individual. 


Does this awakened recognition of the 
importance of psychological factors war­ 
rant calling this the age of psychology? 
Psychology is important despite the occa­ 
sional antics of som e psychologists. They, 
too, can be victims of irrational factors. 


Some psychologists devote an amazing 
amount of effort to proving the obvious 


and 
then 
misunderstanding 
its 
signifi­ 
cance. A recent

told 
of one 
who 
showed student guests a very poor m ovie 


an d then asked their opinion of it. Being 
polite guests, most of them m anaged to 


fin d something kind to say. Then the pro­ 
fessor. asked for his own opinion, said s im ­ 
ply; "It stinks.” 
Im m ediately the guests admitted what 
they had been thinking all along;

them credit for normal good manners. He 
interpreted it as craven apple-polishing 
and (relapsing into professional jargon) a s 
evidence of inner conflicts in their atti­ 
tudes toward authority.

But it could advance faster if its 
practitioners could avoid belaboring the 
obvious and bedecking it with interpreta­ 
tions which their data are inadequate to 
support.

Gold Supply 
May Be Ending 


Foreign Reserve Level 
Built Up by Vorious 
Finance Developments

NEW YORK 
{AP >—Th* sharp 
drop in the U. S. gold supply may 
br ending. 
It 
is slowing down 
after setting a record for any one 
year. 
Rut today the conditions that led 
other nations to build up their gold 
reserves *t our expense seem to 
be going into reverse. 
Part of the outflow of gold has 
been due to a sharp drop in ll. S. 
exports than in its imports, ena­ 
bling foreign lands to build up 
their reserves as Americans paid 
for 
what 
they 
bought 
abroad. 
Also helping build up foreign 
reserves of gold and dollars is the 
large investment of American cor­ 
porations 
abroad, 
amounting 
to 
about 4 billion dollars last year 
and bringing the total of 37 billion 
dollars. 
Part of the drop in the I' 
S. 
Treasury's gold hoard has been 
due to other nations selling their 
holdings of U. S. securities and 
putting the money into gold. 
The net result is that so far this 
year the U. S. gold supply has 
shrunk by about Is* billion dol­ 
lars. This is slightly more than 
the outflow of gold for the entire 
year of 1950, the previous record, 
when the Korean War caused the 
U. S. to buy heavily from other 
lands. 
The gold supply here now is 
just under 21 billion dollars—and 
more than ample as legal b ark ­ 
ing for the volume of currency 
outstanding. 
In the first half of th# year our 
* exports dipped 20 per cent below 
the like 1957 period But th# Com­ 
merce 
Department 
reports 
that 
the April-May June quarter saw 
improvement over the first three 
months of this year. Exports seem 
to have held leveled off during 
the sum m er and many hop# that 
other lands will be buying more 
from us in the months just ahead. 
Part of this hope is based on 
the belief that the recovery in 
U S business will lead to imports 
of foreign materials, giving other 
nations more of the wherewithal 
to buy U.S. finished goods. 
Imports in the second quarter 
rose over the first three months 
of this year, the Commerce De­ 
partment notes.

The sharp drop in returns on 
(dollar securities during the easy 
money period led many foreign­ 
ers to sell their holdings and put 
their funds into gold.

NO. I—Ender this new program, 
there would be no acreage allot­ 
ments or designated commercial 
corn producing area. 
All com producers would be eli­ 
gible for price support without any 
restrictions on acreages. 
The level rtf price support would 
be 90 per cent of the average com 
price received by*farmers during 
the three preceding years, but not 
less than 65 per cent of parity. 
NO. 2—-A continuation of the 
present program. Ender this pro­ 
gram acreage allotments and the 
commercial 
corn producing 
area 
would continue in effect as in the 
past. 
Producers 
in 
the 
commercial 
area, to be eligible for price sup 
port, would be required to plant 
within acreage allotments set for 
their farms. 
Price support would be from 75 
to 90 per cent of parity, with pros 
pective record corn supplies indi­ 
cating a level at or near the mini­ 
mum. 
Because of heavy c o r n sup 
plies, the allotment for 1959 would 
probably be about 33.OOO,OW) acres, 
or approximately 15 per cent be 
low the 38.818.381-acre allotment 
for the 1958 ?rop. 
Producers in the noncom m er­ 
cial area would be eligible for sup­ 
port at 75 per cent of the commer 
elal rate.
